THE MEETING will be par- 
ticularly significant in light of 
recent reports that the West Ger- 
man Government is seriously con- 
sidering the establishment of 
diplomatic relations with Israel. 

After confering with Eisen- 
hower, Hammarskjold and Aden- 
auer, Ben-Gurion will hold “high- 
ly important” talks with British 
Prime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan. 

Except for his 1951 trip to the 
United States and his meeting 
with President Truman, Ben- 
Gurion has heretofore been a 
stranger to the jet-age diplomacy 
made commonplace by such in- 
veterate travelers as the late 
Secretary of State Dulles, Eisen- 
hower and Soviet Prtmier Khru 
shchev. 

BEN-GURION’S _ participation 
in personal diplomacy ha been 





limited to the Israel scene and 
meetings with political leaders 
from abroad when they visited 
Israel. 

He let Foreign Minister, Mrs. 
Golda Meir and Deputy-General 
Shimon Peres (who last week 
held friendly talks with French 
Premier DeGaulle in Paris) carry 
the brunt of Israel’s limited per- 
sonal diplomatic missions abroad. 

Now with Ben-Gurion’s trip, 
Israel has decided to adopt a 
policy of active diplomacy be- 
yond routine meetings at the 
UN and courtesy visits to friend- 
ly Afro-Asian countries. Ben- 
Gurion’s trip ushers in the dawn 
of a new era in Israel’s foreign 
relations. 





1,500 Jews Feared 
Dead in Earthquake 


PARIS (P-O) — It is feared 
here that 1,500 of the 2,300 
Jews in the Morroco resort 
town of Agadir were killed in 
the tragic earthquake that 
ripped through the city last 
week. 

It is estimated that one- 
third of the 5,500 killed by the 
earthquake were Jews. The 
entire Jewish quarter was de- 
molished. The Lubavicher Ye- 
shiva building completely col- 
lapsed. Two rabbis were 
killed. 

Surviving Jews were taken 
to Casablanca and Mogador.

NEW YORK (P-O) — Leaders 
of five Israeli political parties 
faced with an end to allocations 
from the United Jewish Appeal 
are mapping out strategy for in- 
dependent campaigns in the U. S.

NEW YORK (P-O) — Are Jews 
more neurotic then non-Jews? 

A team of social scientists and 
psychiatrists intensively surveyed 
the New Haven, Conn. (pop. 250- 
000) community, and found that. 
“Jews have a much higher rate 


of neurosis than Catholics or 
Protestants.” 
A similiar Survey was recent 


ly completed in New York City, 
covering a Wide mid-Manhattan 
area. The survey’s findings have 
released yet, but Leo 
Srole, who conducted the survey 
for the National Bureau of Ap 
plied Social Research, told this 
reporter, “We found that Jews 
formed the highest number of 
people under psychiatric treat- 
ment.” 

Dr. Samuel Z. Klausner of Co- 
lumbia University’s Bureau of 
Applied Social Research told The 
POST and OPINION: 

“T don’t think that the over- 
representation of Jews under psy- 
choanalysis indicates that Jews, 
as a rule, are more neurotic 
then non-Jews.” Klausner said 
‘It is the urban middle-class in- 
tellectuals who form the bulk 
of the clients for psychiatrists 
and Jews just happen to make up 
a large proportion of this group. 
Also the fact that most of the 
psychiatrists are Jews encourages

DR. KAGAN also believes that 
those Jews who have become 
psychiatrists have done so be 
cause “they too have lost their 
faith. The fact is there is more 
sense of conflict toward religion 
among Jewish psychaitrists then 
among the non-Jews in the field.” 

Dr. Klausner of Columbia how 
ever attributes the high incidence 
of Jews in the field to “a line 
coming down from Freud him 
self. Each psychiatrist must be 
psychoanalyzied before he can 
become a psychiatrist. In Freud's 
time non-Jews didn’t want to be 
psychoanalyzed by Jews so the 
line just went from Jew to Jew. 
Another factor is that actually 
psychiatry is a deviant form of 
the Jewish religion.” 


HISTORICALLY, psychiatry 
been anti-religious. Freud 
laid the ground work for this 
anti-religious feeling in his writ 


has 


ings. He scoffed at organized re 
ligion as a “illusion” and at God 
as just “the father-image” for 
immature minds. But ironically 
Freud, though he condemned re 
ligious doctrines, never denied 
his own identity as a Jew. Freud 
flatly said, “My parents were 
Jews and I have remained a Jew 
myself.” It is statements like 
these that have led modern-day 
thinkers to a_ re-evaluation of 
psychiatry’s anti-religious origins 
In his book, “Freud and the Jew 
ish Mystical Tradition” David 
Bakan argues that Freud actually 
incorporated a good deal of Jew 
ish thought in his new “science” 
and, in Bakan’s opinion, Freud 
was heavily influenced in ‘is 
ideas and concepts by mystical 
Judaism, in particular the Has- 
sidic movement, and that Has- 
sidic ideas are actually part of 
psychoanalysis. The role of the 
Hassidiec rabbi as a “soul-healer” 
and counselor on emotional prob- 
lems. has, in the opinion of a 
number of Jewish experts. has 
been usurped by our modern-day 
psychiatrists. 

Rabbi Fred Hollander of the 
New York Board of Rabbis told 
The POST and OPINION, 
“Though the goals of the two 
Judaism and psychiatry, are dif 
ferent in many ways there is still 
the possibility that they can co- 
operate. The anti-religious feel 
ings that originally underlied 
psychiatry are no longer the pre 
vailing attitude among the ma 
jority of those in the field.”

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com any direct conflict between 
his religious values and the ther- 
apeutie process.”

HAIFA — There was once a 
time when the kibbutz, the col- 
lective agricultural settlement in 
Israel, was the idealized idol of 
the Zionist movement. It was pic- 
tured as the acme of social jus 
tice — a happy 
family group 
working for 
the common 
good, sharing 
their means be- 
tween them, 
and rejecting 
the sordid 
mon ey-grab- 

2 bing aspects of 
Alpert a capitalistic 
society. The kibbutz member had 
no thought of self. His entire 
life was devoted to the welfare 
of his group and of his people. 


IN THIS PICTURE the kib- 
butz was regarded as the attain- 
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ment of a new species of per- 
fection in the human race. An 
cutstanding attribute was the 
hospitality of the settlement. All 
who are hungary may come by 
their dining room and share of 
the meals. Weary travellers may 
always be sure of a pallet for 
their head. 

This was a reputation which 
was fostered by the advocates of 
the kibbutz in their endeavor to 
justify this new type of social 
form, but with the passage of 
time they have come to pay 
dearly for the name they had 
eayned. Increasing numbers of 
visitors to the country now seek 
out a kibbutz where they can 
spend a few days at no cost to 
themselves, and witness at first 
hand the habits and habitat of 
the natives. Some thrifty tour- 
ists have made it a habit to 
beat around from kibbutz to kib 
butz, sponging on the hospitality, 
and then moving on to the next 
when their welcome has worn 
thin. In short, the famous hospi- 
tality is today being cruelly ex- 
ploited to such an extent that 
the settlements have found it 
necessary to seek methods of 
self-defence. 


IN SOME places the solution 
has been found by setting up a 
modest hostel or inn on the kib 
butz premises. It is operated on 
a commercial basis. All who 
wish may stay at the inn, with 
or without meals, and pay the 
fixed hotel rates. There are no 
luxuries. They will be able to 
write back home that they have 
spent a day or two at a kibbutz, 
albeit as paying guests. Some of

With regard to the normal 
small kibbutz let me explain the 
situation a bit more in detail. A 
kibbutz is a tightly knit economic 
organism. A member of the set 
tlement may play host.to a friend 
or relative, and usually moves 
out of his own room to make 
place for the guest. Occasionally 
he can obtain use of the room of 
a temporarily absent member. 
The casual visitor who stops by 
is more often than not respon- 
sible for somebody’s sleeping in 
the barn, or out under the trees. 


“I SHOULD like to spend two 
weeks on a kibbutz. I’ll work 
for my keep,” the ardent young 
visiting student may say. The 
settlement has had ample exper- 
ience with these. The college stu- 
dent is not used to getting up 
at 4 a.m. He is willing to work, 
but only if the work is not dis- 
tasteful to him. He may discover 
after six hours that the unwonted 
exertions have raised blisters on 
his hands, and he retires to 
nurse also his aching muscles 
He has had no experience in the 
field, in the barn, in the chicken 
run or anywhere else On a farm. 
Too often the work he does has 
to be completely done over after 
his departuere. Sometimes a kib 
butz member has to be delegated 
to teach him, watch him, enter 
tain him — all at the expense of 
the limited manpower. There is 
no profit or advantage in these 
itinerant laborers, 


DON’T EXPERT hospitality. 
meals aygd a warm welcome at 
any kibbutz in Israel. The mem. 
bers are occupied with their daily 
tasks which often include long 
spells of night guard duty on the 
border. They are not there to 
entertain visitors. If you are visit- 
ing a personal friend in a kib- 
butz, have consideration for his 
spare time, and don’t abuse his 
hospitality. 

And if you want to relax in 
kibbutz surroundings without be. 
ing a nuisance, stay at one of 
the guest houses as a respectable 
paying guest. The thrill will be 
just as great,

In July, 1948, Emanuel Neu- 
mann proposed a plan for the 
World Zionist Organization which, 
if carried out, would have in- 
sured the control of all funds for 
Israel by the Silver-Nuemann 
group. In February, 1949, Silver 
and Neumann resigned from the 
Jewish Agency, after Ben-Gur- 
ion’s friends in America suc- 
ceeded in wresting the control of 
the UJA from the hands @f the 
Silver-Neumann group and, in- 
cidentally, the Zionist Organiza- 
tion. 


EVEN SINCE then, Goldmann, 
who helped to oust Silver and 
Neumann, has been vainly try- 
ing, by all sorts of gimmicks, to 


gain control of the UJA funds.

Money from the Dia- 
spora Jews handed over directly 
to the Government of Israel, 
without the Jewish Agency, the 
World Zionist Organization or 
any other channel which might 
someday presume to ask for con- 
trol. Neither Goldmann nor Neu- 
mann have been very happy 
about the bonds. Neumann pre- 
dicted it would fail. Later, when 
the thing became established, 
after Montor resigned, Neumann 
mobilized his friends in the Gen- 
eral Zionist party” in Israel] in 
order to gain control over the 
bonds machinery, but failed. 

Silver displayed the greatest 
measure of graciousness in this 
matter when he accepted the 
chairmanship of the board of 
directors of the bonds.

the matter itself. Investors, nat. 
urally, prefer to deal with a gov- 
ernment which is in a position 
to discuss conditions and offer 
terms, than with an office of the 
Jewish Agency, which, at best, 
can publish a pamphlet and offer 
its services to mediate. 

But a private investor cannot 
be shoved aside. If the govern- 
ment of Israel wants his invest- 
ments, it will have to offer him 
terms acceptable to him and let 
him run his own business in Is- 
rael, Otherwise he won’t play, 
He won’t join the ZOA, he won't 
fight for the Jewish Agency, but 
he won’t invest either. If his in. 
vestments are wanted — and 
they are being wanted more and 
more, as other sources are dry: 
ing up — some limited control, 
in substance, if not in name, will 
have to be given the investors 
over the Israel economy. 


INTERFERENCE by investors 
— unorganized, to be sure —ig 
coming in. In some way, the Is. 
rael Government is now doing 
what Neumann always wanted 
it to do, but it is doing it in its 
own time, on its own terms: the 
Government of Israel is trying 
to attract private investments 
and is giving the investors a cer- 
tain measure of control over 
their own projects and, indirectly, 
over the economic policies of the 
State of Israel. As a matter of 
fact, the revolution effected last 
year by the Histadrut, when it 
broke up the giant Solel Boneh 
concern into three component 
parts, was motivated to some ex- 
tent by the desire to leave more 
room for private investments. 
Those in the Histadrut, who 
felt that all important invest- 
ments for the further develop- 
ment of the country should be 
done by Labor or the Govern- 
ment and only a small portion 
should be left to private initia- 


tive, lost out. Now the Govern- 
ment is energetically looking 


around for investors all over the 
globe and especially in the Unit: 
ed States. 


THE NEEDS of the State are 
paramount, but the motive of 
private profit has to be respect- 
ed—or there won’t be any invest: 
nents. Also, the right. of a busi- 
nessman to shape his own busi- 
ness policy without too much 
interference from the Govern: 
ment has to ‘be respected—or 
he’ll get disgusted and quit, as 
so many have in the past few 
years. 

Experience has also taught the 
Israeli economic planners that 
now and then a plain business- 
man, prompted by the _ profit 
motive, may have an idea they 
never thought of which is good 
for the country’s economy, In 
other words, the experience, the 
know-how, the business contacts, 
of the American investors may 
be as much of an asset to the 
country’s development as_ the 
actual dollars he invests. 

All that is gradually changing 
the climate of economic think- 
ing in Israel’s ruling circles. The 
new approach has already gotten 
hold of the leaders on the cabinet 
level and some of their immedi- 
ate assistants, but there is still 
resistance on the lower levels. 
And, apart from resistance to 
new ideas, also resistance to ef: 
ficiency. 

On the whole, offices in Israel 
are still inefficiently run, and 


American investors have an im: 
portant role ahead of them in

LONDON (P-O) — What kind 
of man would spew his hatred 
and frustrations on the side of a 
synagogue? 

Three young Germans con- 
victed for anti-Semitic daubings 
were recently interviewed on 
West German television. 

Willi Roder, 22, and Peter Ber- 
ger, 19, have appealed their sen- 
tences of four and three month’s 
imprisonment respectively. Rolf 
Wollny, 23, is already serving 
his 10-month sentence. This in- 
terview reported by the Jewish 
Observer and Middle East Re. 
view gives an insight into the 
“intelligence” of a swastika 
dauber. 
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The following are verbatim ex- 
tracts from the interview: 
Reporter: Do you Know any 

Jews? 

Roder: No. 

Reporter: Have you ever seen a 
Jew? 

Roder: No. 

Reporter: How can you explain 
the fact that you daubed the 
words “Juden raus” (Jews get 
out) on the wall of a Catholic 
church? Where should they 
get out to? 

Roder: I didn’t think about it. 

Reporter (to Berger): You 
daubed a swastika, didn’t you?

Berger: Why? No reason. 

Reporter: Do you know what a 
synagogue is?

We regret that Rabbi Joseph Soloveitchik has re- 
moved himself from consideration for the post of Chief 
Rabbi. . 


THIS DOESN’T mean that Chief Chaplain Gorin of 
the Israel Army, who has the support of Ben-Gurion, isn’t 
capable, 

There is a job that needs to be done in Traditional 
Judaism, and it is just possible that Rabbi Soloveitchik, 
if elevated to the highest post in religious world Jewry, 
might have taken on this job as his principal goal. 

No one questions Rabbi Soloveitchik’s scholarship. The 
young U.S. Orthodox rabbis, those trained in seminaries 
in the United States, worship him. Anyone who has at- 
tended a convention of the Rabbinical Council of America 
(RCA) knows that the feature event, regardless of what 
political battles are in the offing, is the long address in 
Yiddish by Rabbi Soloveitchik, occupying one whole eve- 
ning. 

BUT THE EXTREME Orthodox wing in Jewish life 
in America discounts Rabbi Soloveitchik because he be- 
trays liberal inclinations. He is chairman of an RCA com- 
nittee appointed to report on a ruling of the heads of the 
leading yeshivas in the U.S. forbidding Ogthodox rabbis 
to serve on committees with Reform and Conservative 
rabbis. That appointment was made three years ago when 
the issue was hot. So far Rabbi Soloveitchik’s committee 
has wisely refused to issue a decision. 

In Israel, Rabbi Soloveitchik’s ruling would have been 
quick and forthright, we feel. He would have found the 
place in the Talmud which would have made it clear that 
by removing themselves from the mainstream of Jewish 
life, if the ban by the heads of the yeshivas were found 


valid, Orthodox rabbis would be cutting off their effec- 
tiveness. 


THIS IS THE kind of situation in which a rabbi from 
the diaspora, gifted as is Rabbi Soloveitchik with insights 
and scholarship, would prove invaluable for Jewish life 
everywhere. 

With all his abilities Rabbi Goren’s election would be 
frustrating. It would lead to continuous friction in Israel, 
with the religious bodies there, while he would have little 
influence on Orthodoxy in the diaspora. 

These considerations. we had hoped, would cause Rabbi 
Soloveitchik to accept the challenge. We still hope he re- 
considers. What he is fighting for should be important 
enonsh to cause him yet to decide to stand for the post 
of Chief Rabbi. 


A CATPOALIC FOR PRESIDENT 


One of the crudest editorials we’ve read in years in 
the Jewish press challenges Senator Kennedy to prove 
that his religion would not dictate his actions if he were 
elected to the presidency. 


THIS KIND OF bigotry is the same which would pre- 
vent a Jew from reaching this office. The ancient canard 
that a Catholic in public office would be at the beck of 
‘the Vatican is of the same kind which you hear voiced 
against Jews. Only the charges are different. 

Catholics have held some of the highest offices in 
the U.S. and discharged their duties with distinction. There 
is nothing in Catholic doctrine which in any way precludes 
a Catholic from acting in behalf of the best interests of 
the electorate. 

THIS KIND OF an editorial is bringing Jewish jour- 
nalism to its lowest level in years. 


JEWISH DIVORCES 


That’s an interesting speculation about publishing 
notices of Jewish divorces as a deterrent to the growing 
evil in American Jewish life. 

AS PUBLISHER Adolph Rosenberg, of the Southern 
Israelite aptly puts it, there seems to be a “kind of make 
believe or pretense as though there had never been a 
marriage to crack up in the first place,” in this evasion 
of publicity about Jewish divorces. 

The suggestion comes from Ben Aronin, distinguished 
Chicago Jew who is so completely involved in Jewish cul- 
tural endeavors. 

However we don’t see the validity of the contention 
that publishing notices of Jewish divorces would actually 
act as a deterrent. A divorce, whether Jewish or not, comes 
about because of basic friction of the marriage partners, 
and mere shame because of publication will hardly act 
as a deterrent. 

IN A CLOSE-KNIT unit such as the Jewish commu- 
nity is anyway, a possible divorce, even if months off, is 
a choice bit of gossip over every dinner table or at every 
bridge game. So the deterrent force of publication is no 
deterrent force at all. 

What publication might achieve however, is consid- 
eration of the rapid increase in the number of Jewish di- 
vorces, which only a few years back, were almost a rarity 

Once the disease is acknowledged as a disease, remedies 
may be found. But to ignore the disease only means the 
disease may not be checked. 

Increased education and the greater use of marriage 
counsellors, which at this time could be another needed 
service of the organized Jewish community, may help pre- 
vent many an incipient divorce. 
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The discussion of the Jewish college stu- 
dent in the past few issues of The POST and 
OPINION will serve to focus attention on an 
area in Jewish life, whose problems seem to 
concern everyone, but for which no one has

Fisher Calls ‘Piracy’ 

PHILADELPHIA (P-O)—Men- 
del N. Fisher. executive director 
of the Jewish National Fund, told 
The POST and OPINION his “ac.
